H O W TO GROW 


SQUASHES. 
Two distinct types of squashes 
are commonly grown in home gardens 
— the summer squashes, the traits of 
which are used while they are young 
and tender, and the fall and winter 
squashes, which 
are 
ripened 
and 
used during the winter months. 
The small-growing summer squash­ 
es are hest adapted to planting in 
the average garden. 
The larger or 
standard varieties are better adapt­ 
ed to field cultures, although one or 
two hills might be planted in a cor­ 
ner or along one side of the garden. 
The hills in which summer squashes 
are grown should be fully four feet 
apart aud a little manure and fer­ 
tilizer should be worked into ca ob 
hill as it is being made. 
Plant eight or ten seeds to a hill 
and 
thin to not 
more than three 
plants. 
The seeds should not be 
planted until all danger of frost is 
past.— United States Department of 
Agriculture.
